M issouri and Kansas have equal 
stakes in the new era of turnpikes. 
Both are at the continental cross 
roads w ith great opportunities to 
nail down their future w ith high­ 
w ay transportation. Both legisla­ 
tures started their sessions with 
bills to set up state turnpike com ­ 
m issions— the first essential step. 
Yet the response has been very 
different. The K ansas bill rolled 
through both houses. It received 
active support from various groups 
including 
the 
trucking 
industry 
that could expect to m ake im port­ 
ant use of a turnpike. 
The M issouri bill was bogged 
down in the Senate by a m ove to 
m urder it w ith w eakening am end­ 
m ents. Its constitutionality w as at­ 
tacked by the old m ethod that 
hostile forces use to confuse the 
issue. Now the turnpike support­ 
ers have taken a fresh start with a 
sim ilar 
bill 
introduced 
in

House. The turnpike com m ission 
m ay be saved in this session but a 
hard light lies ahead. 
A p p aren tly the big difference 
betw een th e tw o states is in public 


j activity. 
Many 
M issourians 
are

W hile they arc w aiting for som e 
transform ation of free highw ays 
they feel less urgency to nail down 
a place for the state on the na- 
i tional turnpike system .

Increas­ 
ed revenue w ill m ake possible a 
gradual im provem ent in the state 
! system and it is needed desperate- 
! ly, no m atter w hat m ay be done 
, with turnpikes. But no one in the 
highw ay 
departm ent 
could 
say 
that present state taxes w ill build 
! anything to com pare w ith the su­ 
per-routes that 
are 
being built 
; with tolls. 
Even if the state had the m oney 
it w ould be p olitically im possible 
to build anything in the turnpike 
class. People expect their highw ay 
tax m oney to be spread over the 
state. By the toll m ethod Missouri 
can have its super-routes without 
eating up any of the present high­ 
w ay m oney. A ll possible revenue 
w ill be needed to im prove the 
present state system. The exper- 


I ience in other states shows that 
1 existing highw ays must continue 
j to carry a heavy load, even high- 
I w ays that are parallel to a new 
turnpike. A fter the building of the 
1 N ew Jersey turnpike the traffic on 
j the paralleling highway 45 actual- 
| ly increased. 
Missouri interests will certainly 
wake up to the importance of a 
place on the national turnpike sys­ 
tem. But there is a real danger 
that the awakening may come too 
late.—Kansas City Star.

Wholesome nourishing food for 
lunch, properly serv ed in clean 
utensils.” Those are things hav ing 
to do with phy sical welfare of the 
child.

But if the dress is made 
of something stiff or firm like 
linen or heav y cotton, no inter­ 
facing is necessary . With soft fab­ 
rics, a lig ht interfacing does make 
a v ery nice finished edg e. You 
mig ht like to arrang e the pieces 
fo r stitching in the following lay ­ 
ers: the interfacing on the bot­ 
tom; the dress piece on top of the 
interfacing rig ht side up; the fac­ 
ing on top of this, wrong side up. 
Stitch the three tog ether. When 
y ou are ready to turn the work to 
the rig ht side, turn only the fac­ 
ing ov er.

To those who are afraid 
to turn it under this early on sandy 
soil because of blowing, I would 
suggest that it be disked down and 
turned under later. 
By permitting rye to stand long 
enough to develop woody stems 
much available plant food is w ith­ 
drawn from the soil and fixed in 
these stems and leaves. The rela­ 
tively slower decay of those older 
more woody plant tissues will 
mean that these nutrients will not 
all be released in time for use of 
the crop that follows this year. 
Again thc large number of bac­ 
teria involved in the process of the 
decay of so much vegetation will 
take much free nitrogen in the 
soil away from growing crops .for 
their own use. Then it must be 
remembered that the turning un­ 
der of excessive vegetation may 
cut off the surface soil from its 
capillary connection with subsoil 
moisture. 


In passing the E. F. Loflin farm, 
I frequently notice three things of 
particular interest—a good perm ­ 
anent pasture, a good bunch of 
black cattle and a windmill. Why 
don’t more farmers have wind­ 
mills?

per-routes that are being built 
with tolls. 
Even if the state had the money 
it would be politically impossible 
to build anything in the turnpike 
class. People expect their highw ay 
tax money to be spread over the 
state. By the toll m ethod Missouri 
can have its super-routes w ithout 
eating up any of the present high­ 
way money. All possible revenue 
will be needed to im prove the 
present state system. The exper­ 


ience in other states shows th a t 
existing highways m ust continue 
| to carry a heavy load, even high­ 
ways that are parallel to a new 
turnpike. A lter the building of the 
New Jersey turnpike the traffic on 
the paralleling highw ay 45 actual­ 
ly increased. 
Missouri interests will certainly 
wake up to the im portance of a 
place on the national turnpike sys­ 
tem. But there is a real danger 
that the aw akening m ay come too 
late.—Kansas City Star.

Some of the statements concern­ 
ing school hygiene given in the 
1951 annual report are so im port­ 
ant that they are being repeated.

Since chil­ 
dren are required by law to spend 
one-half their actual days from 6 
to 15 years in school, there is a 
legal responsibility to see that the

Abundance 
of light without glare with window

.east 15 foot-candles of light. 5. 
"Hare-proof chalk boards, ceiling 
and walls. 6. Waxed floors, and 
fustless chalk. 7. Desks and chairs 
suitable to the respective ages. 8. 
Ventilation without direct drafts. 
). Tw o-hundred cubic feet of air 
tpace and 16 square feet of floor 
space per student. 
10. Constant 
egular heat 68 to 72° F. with a 
therm om eterat seat level, and, 11. 
Wholesome 
nourishing 
food 
for 
lunch, properly served in clean 
utensils.” Those are things having 
to do with physical welfare of the 
child. 
One pre-school round-up was 
held in Chaffee and twenty-one 
children were examined with p ar­ 
ents present. No other pre-school 
round-ups were scheduled because 
we are trying very hard to break 
away from the old concepts of a 
school health program w here pub­ 
lic health personnel did physical 
examinations and screening and 
considered the task finished. 
After many years of the old 
regime, we have started to come 
af age. With this age has come 
the realization that the parents— 
not the health department, not the 
school — are responsible for the 
health of the child. The child a r­ 
rives at school as a ready-m ade 
package according to Miss Freda 
Parks, R.N. If we expect to eval­ 
uate and help him, we need to 
know what has gone before into 
.he making of that package! We 
must look at the total child and 
we must consider him as part of a 
family group. 
The newer concepts require a 
team approach with the child, the 
parents, the school, the health de­ 
partment 
personnel, 
the 
family 
physicians and dentists, all m em ­ 
bers of the team. The school and 
health department should supple­ 
ment the work of the parents, fill­ 
ing in the gaps without too much 
duplication. 
These ideas are so new that

none of us have all the answers. 
In fact, we have very few of them. 
We are groping for methods, and 
experimenting.
